Dairy   Situation* 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  June  1980 
totaled  59.7  million  pounds.   Deliveries  were 
down  6.7  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  0.6  million  pounds  below  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  June,  52.2  million  pounds  of 
producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  — 
down  6,7  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  down  2.7  million  pounds  from  June 
1979,   The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in 
Class  I  was  87.45%  in  June  compared  to  88.69% 
the  previous  month  and  91.00%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
June  was  $14.21  per  cwt.  —  up  1  cent  from 
May  1980  and  95  cents  above  June  1979. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  48.2  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  June  1980.   Producer  milk 
deliveries  were  down  5.1  million  pounds  from 
May  and  were  up  3.3  million  pounds  from 
June  1979. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk, 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers,  totaled  41.7  million 
pounds.   Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  48.2 
million  pounds  in  May  and  38.8  million  pounds 
during  June  a  year  ago.   Class  I  milk  was 
86.52%  of  the  total  producer  milk  during  June 
1980  compared  to  90.44%  last  month  and  86.35% 
during  June  of  last  year.   (Continued  on  page  6) 


PRODUCTION  INCREASES  TO  CONTINUE 

The  milk  production  expansion,  which 
started  in  early  1979,  is  expected  to  con- 
tinue, at  least  through  the  rest  of  1980. 
First  quarter  production  was  up  4.1  percent 
(2,9  percent  on  a  daily  average  basis),  and 
second  quarter  production  will  likely  be  up 
3  to  4  percent.   Thus,  assuming  little 
change  from  second-half  1979,  a  gain  of  1.7 
percent  has  already  been  ensured  for  1980. 
However,  economic  conditions  should  remain 
relatively  favorable  for  dairymen  in  the 
second  half  and  milk  output  is  expected  to 
be  up  somewhat. 

Feed  prices  are  not  likely  to  be  sig- 
nificantly higher  than  a  year  ago  during 
second-half  1980,  while  farm  milk  prices 
will  advance  from  last  year.   Thus,  milk- 
feed  price  relationships  are  expected  to 
be  fairly  advantageous,  implying  that  more 
concentrates  will  be  fed  per  dairy  cow. 
However,  nonfeed  production  costs  are  ex- 
pected to  increase  substantially. 

Milk  output  per  cow  was  up  a  substan- 
tial 4  percent  during  the  first  quarter, 
and  is  likely  to  be  up  2  to  4  percent  in 
the  April- June  quarter.   Year-to-year  gains 
in  milk  per  cow  during  second-half  1980 
will  likely  taper  off  as  this  year's  output 
per  cow  is  compared  with  the  large  increases 
posted  in  the  last  half  of  1979.   Grain 
feeding  rates  at  that  time  were  up  nearly 
7  percent,  an  increase  not  likely  to  be 
matched  this  year.   In  addition,  last  year's 
very  favorable  weather  and  the  resulting 
pasture  conditions,  (Continued  on  page  7)

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for 
June  milk  was  $14.27,  a  decrease  of 
6  cents  from  the  previous  month  and 
98  cents  above  June  of  last  year. 

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  61.4  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  June  1980. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,  re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  down 
6.4  million  pounds  and  0.9  million 
pounds  above  June  1979. 

In  the  June  equalization  pool, 
57,2  million  pounds  of  milk  was 
classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  down  7.1  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was  0.5 
million  pounds  below  June  1979. 
Class  I  milk  was  93.17%  of  the  to- 
tal during  June  compared  to  94.96% 
the  previous  month  and  95.45%  dur- 
ing June  of  the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  pro- 
ducers under  Order  No.  13  for  June 
milk  was  $14.63  per  cwt.   The  uni- 
form price  was  up  3  cents  from  May 
and  was  97  cents  above  June  1979. 

PRODUCER  SUNflARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  425  producers  delivered 
169.3  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to  428 
producers  and  187.5  million  pounds 
during  the  previous  month  and  419 
producers  and  165. 7  million  pounds 
during  June  1979.   Producer  milk 
deliveries  in  June  were  down  9.7% 
from  May  and  were  2.2%  above  June 
of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was  13,117  pounds  per  day 
for  all  producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal  Orders  6,  12, 
and  13.   The  average  daily  de- 
livery per  producer  was  9,290 
pounds  under  Order  No.  6,  10,805 
pounds  under  Order  No.  12,  and 
30,419  pounds  under  Order  No.  13.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  UP  3  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  2  POINTS 


The  June  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  increased  3 
points  (1.3  percent)  to  230  percent  of  its  January-December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most 
to  the  increase  since  May  were  higher  prices  for  hogs,  apples, 
cattle,  peaches,  tomatoes,  and  cabbage.   Lower  prices  for  lettuce, 
wheat,  grapefruit,  hay,  cotton,  and  milk  were  partially  offsetting. 
The  Index  was  14  points  (5.7  percent)  below  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Ser- 
vices, Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  mid-June  was  277, 
up  2  points  (.7  percent)  from  May.   The  major  contributors  to  the 
increase  were:   (1)  the  feeder  livestock  index,  (2)  the  farm  ma- 
chinery indexes  and  (3)  family  living  items.   Compared  with  June 
1979,  the  Index  was  up  28  points  (11  percent). 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  83 
for  the  month  of  June  1980.'  The  ratio  was  up  1  point  from  the  pre- 
vious month  and  down  15  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

which  were  very  conducive  to  high  milk  output 
per  cow,  are  not  likely  to  be  repeated.   Dairy 
pastures  as  a  percent  of  normal,  averaged  83 
percent  in  1979  for  the  April  1  to  November  1 
period,  compared  with  an  average  of  78  percent 
for  1969-78.   Tliis  year  April  1  and  May  1  rat- 
ings were  equal  to  the  1969-78  average. 

Dairy  cow  numbers  during  early  1980  have 
exhibited  an  unusual  pattern,  changing  little 
from  January,  and  on  average  have  equaled  year- 
earlier  levels.   Dairymen  will  probably  return 
to  more  normal  culling  rates,  and  thus  the  1980 
decline  in  cow  numbers  may  be  similar  to  the  2 
percent  decline  in  1979. 

The  expanded  production  of  the  last  3 
quarters  seems  likely  to  continue  for  the  rest 
of  this  quarter,  leaving  milk  output  up  32  to  4 
percent  for  the  first  half  of  1980.   Second 
half  production  will  depend  upon  many  factors, 
including  cow  numbers,  weather  and  pasture  con- 
ditions, farm  milk  prices,  feed  prices,  and 
other  production  costs.   If  milk  cow  numbers 
decline  by  0.75  percent  and  gains  in  milk  out- 
put per  cow  moderate,  production  for  the  second 
half  could  be  equal  to  or  up  less  than  i  percent. 

However,  if  cow  numbers  continue  at  the 
present  level  and  factors  combine  such  that  in- 
creases in  output  per  cow  continue  to  be  3  to  4 
percent,  production  for  the  second  half  of  the 
year  would  be  up  2  to  3  percent.  Thus,  for  all 
of  1980,  milk  production  could  increase  by  2  to 
3  percent  over  1979. 

1979  MARKETINGS  INCREASED 

Dairy  farmers  marketed  a  record  121  billion 
pounds  of  milk  in  1979,  up  2  billion  (1.8  percent) 
from  1978.   Last  year's  marketings  were  9  billion 
pounds  larger  than  1973,  the  low  point  in  market- 
ings for  the  1970*s. 

Whole  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  con- 
tinued to  account  for  nearly  all  of  total  milk 
production  —  96.7  percent  in  1979,  compared  with 
96.5  percent  in  1978  and  93.5  percent  a  decade 
earlier.   Meanwhile,  sales  of  farm-separated  cream 
continued  to  decline,  down  22  million  pounds  (21 
percent)  from  1978,  and  less  than  0.1  percent  of 
total  milk  production.   Direct  sales  to  consumers 
were  nearly  unchanged  from  1978  and  continued  to 
be  only  li  percent  of  milk  output. 

Use  of  milk  on  farms  where  produced  in  1979 
at  2.5  billion  pounds  was  2  percent  of  total  pro- 
duction, down  0.2  billion  from  1978  and  1.8  bil- 
lion from  a  decade  ago.  The  use  of  milk  on  farms 
has  continued  to  decline  because  of  fewer  people 
on  farms  and  the  increased  use  of  milk  replacers 
in  feeding  calves.
